My professor of Rhetoric said that all technology is an extension of human 
beings.

Moroccans always 
prepare extra food, just in case someone drops in at dinner time unexpected, 
pf eourse, unexpected isn't really the word. You're always expecting people to 
visit unexpectedly. Life goes slower (it gets unexpectedly interrupted all the 
time), tasks take longer (no "let your fingers do the walking"). Yet the day 
somehow gives more time to really visit with people. Now, I love the 
telephone. I make my living using it. But I acknowledge technology's power 
to shape the way I live often in ways beyond the obvious. 

The computer is no stranger to this type of discussion. Here is another great 
reason for the PCjr Computer Club. Though we usually don't sit and talk about 
the philosophy of technology, the club gives us a chance to get a head start so 
we can be heads up on this shaping process. 

This month we have a fun meeting planned. We're going to dig down right to 
the fundamentals and see how a computer really works: We're going to learn 
how a computer does arithmetic.

The Eugene PCjr Club is planning to use "The Personal Approach" this Club year in assisting Club 
members in making better use of their PCjr's to solve their immediate software needs. 


The Club Board of Directors decided that rather than provide workshops on programs such as Writing 
Assistant, PC-CALC, or NamePal, the Club will be asking for specifics on what individual club 
members want to do or accomplish with their PCjr. For example, someone may collect books, stamps 
or coins and want to organize their collection on the computer so that they know what they have and 
can locate specific entries easily. . .or, several people may want to set up a bookkeeping system for a 
"cottage industry" endeavor they are doing at home, etc. 


The Club sees this approach as being limited to one or two people at a time, and could take place in 
the learner's home at their own computer. 


Once some specifie needs are identified by individual club members, the Club will make every effort 
to loeate and provide an instructor. 


Of course, if five or six club members get together and let the Club know that they would like to learn 
a new program, such as WordPerfect or Lotus 1-2-3, every effort will be made to organize such a 
"workshop." 


We are looking towards beginning "The Personal Approach" program in November and will look 
forward to offering one personalized learning session each month. Club cost will be $6.00 for one 
session or $8.00 for two or more sessions. The goal will be to stay with the learning session until 
eaeh individual becomes proficient in meeting their specific need. All participants must be a current 
Club member in good standing.

Public Access Center (IPAC) opened back in 
May, it's been a bustling gathering place for 
citizens who want to try their hand at this new 
force in our society — the Internet. In the first 
six weeks, the IPAC logged 753 user hours. 
Users are all ages, and they have a wonderful 
time sharing their experiences and expertise. 

Thanks to an agreement with Oregon 
Public Networking, there's a knowledgeable 
volunteer to help users all the hours the Center 
is open. Thanks to a large NTIA (Federal) 
grant secured by the University of Oregon, the 
City of Eugene, Lane Community College, the 
schools and a number of other local agencies, 
the Center has eight computers and a fast fiber 
optic connection. Thanks to hard work by the 
City's computer staff and librarians from 
Eugene Public Library, the Center has current 
software that makes it easy to cruise the net. 

^^Thcy have the Wold-Wide Web, and both the 
tl^ity and Library have their own "home pages." 

Classes on getting started on the Inter¬ 
net began early in the summer and there will 
be more this fall. The fee is $12, and the 
classes are offered mornings in the Center. 

To become a part of all this, you need 
to come to the second floor of the Library and 
check out the IPAC anytime it's open. All you 
need is your Eugene Public Library card to 
sign up for time at any of the stations, or you 
may just drop in if a station is not being used.

And Arithmetic 

Louie Levy 

Arithmetic is defined as the most elementary 
branch of mathematics. This is the subject of 
our October meeting: how Junior does math. 
We need to know this to understand all com¬ 
puters as arithmetic is the most important 
function that Junior does. 

This short article is going to introduce 
us to the Binary Search that we all use nearly 
daily without knowing it. You might think of 
it as +, or division. 

When do we use a Binary Search? If 
you call the Public Library and ask if Alice 
I Walker's Color Purple is in, they can tell you 


right away because they did a Binary Search of 
their books. If you call your bank and they ask 
for your account number, almost immediately it 
is on their computer screen. The same is true 
with your insurance company and the telephone 
company's information operator. How do they 
find what you want so fast? 

First, the listing of names, books, 
account numbers, telephone numbers or what¬ 
ever must be in near-perfect ascending order. 

On a computer, this is a pretty easy chore. If 
the file isn't in any order, the computer must do 
a sequential search from beginning to end in 
order to find what it is looking for. Putting the 
file in order allows us to do a Binary Search. 

To begin the search, the computer will 
take a "best guess" location for the information. 
This will be in the exact center of the file. If 
this guess was too high, then the top half of the 
file is eliminated. If the guess was too low, 
then the bottom half of the file is eliminated. 

Now, only half the file remains to be 
searched. The next "guess" is again at the half¬ 
way spot and again half of the file can be 
eliminated. Using this method will require no 
more than 16 "guesses" before the record is 
found, no matter how large the file. 

Paul Jameson, our resident 
magician, is the only person I know 
who can beat the computer doing a 
Binary Search. When PJ asks you 
to "pick a card. . .any card," he can 
tell you which card you picked well 
before 16 guesses. Actually, PJ 
doesn't guess—PJ knows what card you have 
as soon as you choose it! 

The Oregon Museum of Science and 
Industry has some great exhibits, one of them 
being a deck of cards and a Binary Search. 

You pick a card. Say if it's Black or Red 
(eliminating half the deck). You say if it’s a 
Club or a Spade (again eliminating another half 
of the deck). A face card or not will elimi¬ 
nated all cards above or below 10. Greater 
than 5 does in another half, and so on until all 
that is left is the card you picked. PJ does it 
much faster! 
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If you W NOT a member of a 
Computer Chib - - especially the 
Eugene PCjr Chib, you should be! 

We*re not spoofing about this. If you 
think that your computer has been 
"tricking" you instead of "treating" 
you, it is time to join "the club." 

Get those spooks and goblins out of 
you computer, keyboard and software! 
Support your local computer club.
